But we slum 
u ly af a matter of recreation, 
and by calling this pastime by its 
Worse name (thereby admitting our 
guilt,) we Geem it sufficient excuse 
to indulge ourselves. The idea of 
‘slumming has allied itself inseparably 
with Italian restaurants. Just why 
we cannot sium without eating 
spaghetti and drinking red wine from 
second-hand. botties is a question 
which I respectfully submit to con- 
nolsseurs. It may be that at Italian 
restaurants we can get a large deal 
(such as it ia.) for very Uttle money. 
The idea of inexpensiveness lies at 
the bottom of our conception of slum- 
ming. We spend $12 for a taxicab 
té take us to a dirty restaurant where 
we can hawe fourteen courses for 
35 cents. The French and the Italians 
have caught the knack of refurbish- 
ing and decorating cheap food so thai 
it becomes tasty. Thus by applying 
the culinary art to foodstuffs, they are 
able to make a great display at a 
comparatively small cost. 
”". Our preference for Italian restaur- 
ants over French is due to two rea- 
sons, first; \because we can pronounce 
the names of the different Italian 
} dishes with more ease and familiar- 
ity than the Parisian p and 
second; because the Italian menu in- 
cludes spaghetti. Now the psychology 
at the basis of an American's fond- 
ness for spaghetti is influenced but 
littie by his gastronomic taste. The 
average American, forced to eat spe- 
ghetti in seclusion, would probably 
prefer hunger. But ft requires skill, 
deftness, a certain amount of savoir 
faire and_ practice to circumscribe 
the tenuous strands of spaghetti with- 
out spattering the guests about one, 
, and making conversation impossible 
by those depressing sounds caused by 
vigorous suction. If there is one 
thing the American abhors, it is a 
reputation for not knowing how to 
do all things. In mastering the eat- 
ing of spaghetti he straightway writes 
himself down upon the history of the 
underworld as a man of talent and 
wide ex He immediately be- 
comes @ master of the eating craft. 
Dexterity with spaghetti gains for one 
@ reputation for erudition and capab- 
lity, if not for downright executive 
power. Its therefore the aim of all 
American slummers to eat spaghetti 
silently, neatly and nonchalantly: 
and, from careful observation during 
a period of many years, I have dis- 
covered that the American surpasses 
even the Italian in the rapid and 
artistic manipulation of this Italian 
paste 


These remarks are called forth by 
an excellent little book, “Simple Ital- 
jan Cookery,” in which may be 
learned the secrets of those exotic 
concoctions encountered during our 
periods of slumming. Spaghetti, mac- 
aroni, vermicelli, ravioli, in all their 
culinary differentietions, are set forth 
in minute detail. A whole chapter 
is devoted to rice, or risotto. An- 
other chapter reveals the ingredients 
of Italian sauces. Still another 
chapter applies the Italian imagina- 
tion to the serving up of eggs. God- 
fish holds the stage for another chap- 
ter, and a whole section of the book 
is devoted to vegetables with un- 
prounceable adjectives. Three more 
chapters dealing with meats, salads, 
and, desserts, complete this gastrono- 
mic treatise.

When the beads show «a 
atrongly marked yellowish stain, it 
is evident that the tire has not been 


properly cared for. Thig stain is 
nothing else than rust, which forms 
on the rims and ig deposited on the 


beads of the tire. If it is allowed to 
remain it will destroy the tire, for 


it will slowly but surely eat away 
the fabric. Moreover, the edges of 


rusted rims will become more uneven 
every day. 


When a rim is rusted it is tmpos- 


sible to maintain the close and regular 
contact which should exist between 
rim and bead. Water will soon find 
its way into the tire to work its usut!

PUNISHMENT BY COURTS. 

In every large Persian town justice 
is daily dispensed in the open court 
of the Governor's palace, which is 
always thronged with people. Typi- 
cal of this phase of Persian life was 
the scene I witnessed from the gov- 
ernment garden in Shiraz. 

Before the open window in the hall 
of justice sat the Governor’s vizier 
holding court. Here petitions and 
compliants were considered and sum- 
mary punishment meted out to of- 
fenders. The eastern Cadi of the 
story books still existe here, though 
the ages seem to have steeled rather 
than softened his severity. 

In the big water tank to be found 
im the yard of every Persian court- 
house are a few bundles of willow 
rods, long and siender. They are 
kept soaking in the Governor's tank 
te render them tough and supple for 
the bestinado, the most usual form 
of punishment in this country. No- 
body ts secure from the sticks, and 
even the grand vizier in Shah Nar- 
reddin’s time had to hold up his feet 
for their application. ‘ 

CRUEL BASTINADO METHOD. 

The punishment is administered by

COLLECTING DATA FOR PRAN OF 
PRACTICAL EUGENIC.w. 
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Idca Is that Every Person Before 


{New York Tribune:] One of the 
problems of the eugenist, the believer 
of the need for the improvement of 
the human stock, is that of hitting up- 
on @ practicable plan for the applica- 
tion of tht principles of the science. 
When it comes to the actual regulation 
of the affairs of the heart, according 
to the biological] principles, the eugen- 
iat has before him a very substantia) 
task. A Mr. Field of New Zealand 
has outlined a pian of “practical eu- 
genica,” which has won considerable 
sympathy among those interested in 
the subject. He has described it in an 
article recently printed in The Train- 
ing School, ‘the publication of the 
Vineland, N. J., institution for feeble 
minded. This is what he says: 

“The chief danger of eugenics, ac- 
cording to a recent English writer, is 
that when the biological theories up- 
on which it‘rests have come home to 
the public, as they are very. rapidly 
doing, there are certain to be a large 
number of energetic, oversanguine 
people, who descrying with joy this 
promising opportunity for doing some- 
thing big, and especially something 
that cofmes forward under the august 
patronage of science, will proceed to 
experiment vigorously before scientific 
knowledge is really ripe for applica- 
tion. 

“The main thing to be done at pres- 
ent is to bring people to think about 
eugenics and to collect data in order 
that a more exact knowledge of the 
laws of heredity may be . obtained. 
Human beings are not to be bred like 
farm stock, and it ie not the object 
of this paper to advocate the placing 
of any legal restriction on the mar- 
riage of degenerates. 

“As matters stand today, it is not 
Possible to obtain acurate data as *o 
human heredity, except In a compara- 
tively small number of cases, and it 
seems to the writer that if the trouble 
were taken to educate public opinion 
up to the point, it would be quite feas- 
ible for New Zealand to make a mos 
valuable contribution to the study of 
eugenics at a cost which would be 
trifiing compared with the benefits to 
be obtained. 

“Briefly, the idea is that ever person 
before marrying should be compelled 
by law to undergo a medica! examina- 
tion. The public has been accustomed 
for many years past to submit with- 
out complaint to examination by doc- 
tors when taking out life insurance
